GET READY FOR THE CENSUS 


The census law declares that the 
statistics of crops, products and 
manufactures shall be gathered for 
the year 1899. but the gathering 
thereof can not take place until 
June I, 1900. 
Therefore many of 
the crops of the south Atlantic 
coast and the gulf santee will have 
been planted, gathered, sold and 
largely forgotton and another set 
of crops will be under way or have 
been already disposed of between 
January I, 1899, and the arrival 
of the census enumerators on June 
I, 1900. 
Hundreds and 
thousands of 
growers will then 
be unable to 
furnish the information tho law 
requires unless they shall have 
kept books or other written records 
‘of the crops. 
Comparatively few 
do that, a fact that has tended to 
n ake the exibit*of southern 
pro­ 
ducts unduly meager in previous 
censuses, and the census officers, 
as well as the people themselves, 
were powerless, at the mom-at the 
enumerators were 
making their 
canvas, to overcome 
their de­ 
ficiency. 
It is, therefore, important that 
the people of this cectien bear in 
mind that tile enumerators will be 
coming around next June lo ascer­ 


tain what was produced this year, 
A few notes made as the crops are 
harvested, as the manufactures 
are turned out and the live stock 
are sold will insure something like 
accuracy in the twelfth census. 
The importance of this subject 
can not be over estimated. 
The 
press and the people should pass 
it along the line to those who do 
not read, so that the fullest possi­ 
ble information may be available 
at the proper time.—Galveston 
Tribune.
